of July next has been fixed as the appointed 
day for the application of same, with 
scales as settled. The most important of 
these scales is that relating to goods traffic 
in the new classes, 1 to 9. 

Kor waggon-load traffic of the cheaper com- 
modities, embraced in Classes 1, 2 and 3, the 
Tribunal have made reductions in the existing 
scales which will, no doubt, be satisfactory 
to the traders, and they are accepted by this 
company as fair and reasonable in the cir 
cumstances, and having regard to the evidence 
tendered in the Tribunal Court. We hope 
as a result of these reductions a great 
if not all, the traffic now going by road wi 
be again attracted to the railway. The scales 
for the higher classes of traffic 
by goods train have been approved, as sub- 
mitted by this company, and without any 
modification whatsoever. The same remarks 
apply in regard to our truck rates for cattle, 
Sheep and pigs. The horse rates at company’s 
risk have bows somewhat reduced, as well as 
other scales of minor importance, both by 
goods and passenger train. 

PASSENGER FARES. 

Our object has been to create as little 
revolution as possible in railway charging, 
and with that aim in view it is our intention 
to continue all éxceptional rates for goods 
traffic between 5 per cent. and 40 per cent. 
lower than the standard charges. Those ex- 
ceeding 40 per cent. are to be submitted for 
consideration by the tribunal, With regard 
to passenger fares, the tribunal have fixed 
a certain standard which, however, may be 
too high for general application in the com- 
petitive times in which we live, and the sub-. 
ject of a _ fixed scale presents many 
difficulties. The whole matter is at present 
recelving our most careful consideration. 

Decrease in expenditure was due mainly. to 
the measures which I explained to you last 
year we proposed taking :—(1) By eliminating 
non-earning portions of the company’s pro- 
perty—that is to say, by not maintaining two 
lines, where one more than sufficed (with the 
new devices available) for the efficient dis. 
charge of the business offered, or ever likely 
to be offered, (2) By the steps we have taken 
to co-ordinate road and rail services, thereby 
changing a keen business rivalry into a 
friendly co-operation. This policy which has 
only just been fully introduced,.we have every 
reason to hope will lead to better. results in 
the coming year. 

COMPARATIVE FIGURES. 

Perhaps here it would be well to give you 
some comparative figures, showing the receipts 
and expenditure, as well as proportionate 
cost of railway working over the Great 
Southern Railways amalgamated since 1925, 
as compared with the published statements of 
the Great Northern Railway, which is the only 
other system working in the Free State as 
well as in Northern Ireland.

The expenditure on the systems which the 
Great Southe: Railways now comprise, for 
the year 1924, —a pre-amalgamation year, was 
£4,474,835, for 1929 it was £3,322,097, or a 
met annual decrease of £1,152,738, or 
25.76 per cent. These comparisons are useful, 
as they show that the same causes which so 
materially reduced railway earnings in the 
Free State were operative in Northern 
Ireland, and we know from the returns of 
railways published in Great Britain that 

similar conditions prevailed there. 


ROAD COMPETITION, 

I will now explain the position of this com- 
pany as regards road competition, and give 
you a brief summary of the action we have 
taken to protect your interests, and at the 
same time to give a very greatly improved 
combined service at a very low cost, to the 
Irish travelling public. Following our meet- 
ing last year, at which I stated that the then 
existing position between the railway com- 
pany and the Irish Omnibus Company was 
unsatisfactory, and, in accordance with the 
promise I then made, the matter was care- 
fully reviewed, and, following the advice as 
regards procedure of the best legal opinions 
we could get, we have uired an indirect 
interest, at a cost of £85,000, in the results 
ot the working of the Irish Omnibus Com- 
pany, and have now assured to the railway 
complete co-ordination with, and co-operation 
of, what were formerly serious competitors. 

_I am glad to be in a position to state that 
since August last, when this transaction was 
completed, the most cordial relations have 
ina between the two companies. The 

rish Omnibus Company is now practically 
the only considerable omnibus company 
cperating outside the municipal area, having 
acquired most other important concerns work- 
ing in the same districts. Your directors look 
forward to substantial developments of traffic 
and of revenue as a result, and I regard this 
expenditure of £85,000 as one which I can 
confidently recommend for your approval. I 
may summarise the position in the following 
manner :— While traffic may, and, perhaps, 
must, in certain cases s from the railway 
to the road, the shareholders of the railway 
know (1) that practically all the road-borne 
traffic outside. the metropolitan area is being 
carried by a concern whose profits ultimately 
reach the railway com ; and (2) that that 
Lody is working cordially with the railway 
company with a view to eliminating wasteful 
competition, and, at the same time, securing 
to the travelling and commercial community 
in the Free State the best possible system of 
transport at the lowest possible cost. 


ROADS GOODS TRAFFIC. 

The steps already taken co not, however, 
deal with goods traffic, and further develop- 
ments are now pending. A scheme for t 
provision of sufficient, motor lorries to enable 
the delivery of rail-borne traffic to be dealt, 
with is being rapidly carried out. This will 
make it possible for goods to be delivered by 
rail and road at an inclusive rate to their 
various destinations, and before the end of 
this year we hope the greater part of the 
Free State will be covered by this inclusive 
system of transport. 


WORK OF THE DEPARTMENTS. 

The Chairman then briefly reviewed the 
work done by the various departments during 
the ear. The total revenue expenditure 
for the motive, carriage and wagon de- 

rtments for the year 1929 amounted to 
1,275,507, as compared with £1,368,706 in 
the 
£93,199. 
The pr ive decrease in the expenditure 
of this department has been achieved con- 
currently with a greater output from our 
works and the working of about 202,000 
additional train miles by the locomotives, the

ROAD AND RAIL. 

This year, as I indicated at our last meet- 
ing we would do, we have, on our own 
initiative, made a considerable advance 
towards the co-ordination of road and rail, 
and pointed out the lines on which, in our 
opinion, that co-ordination could best be 
worked, and overlapping and wasteful com- 
petition done away with. The scheme we 
Suggest is that both serivces outside the muni- 
cipal areas should be under one control, and 
subject, of course, to Government supervision. 
The result would be more economical work- 
ing, lower rates, and ms improved ser- 
vices, on the one hand, with fair wages to 
all employés and a reasonable return on their 
investments to railway shareholders, on the 
other, 

We feel that the situation must be per- 
fectly apparent to everyone, and it, is really 
for the Executive Government, or rather for 
the citizens of the Free State themselves, to 
decide whether we are to complete the work 
we have undertaken on something like the 
lines suggested, or whether the entire trans- 
port system of the Free State is to become 
a Ministerial charge, run by a Government 
department and paid for by the ratepayers. 
There seems to be no middle course, except to 
allow matters to settle themselves, which 
would mean further mad competition and 
great waste, entailing heavy loss on all con- 
cerned, as well as on the community at large. 
I beg to move the adoption of the report. 

FEATURES OF IMPROVEMENT. 

Mr. Flood said it must be recognised that 
the gs ay presented features of some im- 
provement, and that this improvement was 
entirely due to the Board’s policy of effect- 
ng every economy consistent with 
efficiency. The shrinkage, however, still 
went on. The passenger traffic was down. 
The goods traffic was also down, and 
were it not for the fact tha the 
expenditure was likewise down they should 
be in a parlous state. The financial .position, 
now, compared with last year, was substantially 
better. They were taking nothing from the 
Compensation Fund, which remained intact. 
He presumed that strong financial and general 
reasons had induced the directors to carry 
over such a large sum as £95,000, Another 
one per cent. would have only cost £77,000 
and left a good surplus. However, he was 
satisfied that the directors were right to con- 
solidate and build up under existing circum- 
stances. He should like to know what reduc- 
tions in directors’ fees would follow on the 
vacancies now created. 

He observed that the Pensions Fund had 
leaped up to £107,000 from £99,000. He did 
not understand why so much money and time 
should be spent periodically contesting pen- 
sion claims, which should be automatically 
seitled according to some definite standard or 
principle. These inquiries cost the company 
a considerable sum, especially when they had 
to pay the costs and expenses on both sides 
and take the staff away from their proper 
duties. Any scheme of transport in the 
future should take full cognisance of the fact 
that the railways must constitute the back 
bone of the system. The shareholders recog 
nised that the directors were doing their best 
to grapple with a difficult situation. Ther 
also fully appreciated the valuable expert as- 
sistance given to the company by Mr. Bur 
ges

PLEA FOR LARGER DIVIDEND. 
Mr. J. F. Corcoran, of Blarney, in. con- 

gratulating the chairman and directors on 

a satisfactory report, expressed the dis- 

appointment of himself and, he said, other 

shareholders at not getting a larger dividend, 

They were placing close on £96,000 to the 

reserve fand; and if they were to lean on 

that a little, it would help the dividend for 
déserving shareholders. It was a source of 
great satisfaction to note the very efficient 
and satisfactory manner in which the ‘bus 
question had been dealt with, and it’ was 
also a source of satisfaction that quite re- 
cently freight charges had been reduced. 

The main line had not only paid its way, 

but if it had only to pay its own legitimate 

expenses it would have made a decent divi- 

dend for the shareholders. That showed the 

serious error that had been made. Amal- 
gamation had been ruinous for the share- 
holders. He asked the Chairman to say 
what had become of the resolution passed 
two years ago requesting the directors to 
demand compensation. 

THE BOARD'S ROAD POLICY. 

Mr. M‘Kenna, Blackrock, moved the 
following amendment: ‘‘ That this meeting 
records its emphatic opinion that the road 
transport policy of the Board during 1929 has 
been gravely detrimental to the interests of 
the sharehaldets.™ For the past two years, 
he said, passenger revenue had fallen by over 
a quarter of a million pounds. The agree- 
ment of the company with the Irish Omnibus 
Company he described as a most dastardly 
agreement from the point of view of the 
railway shareholders. The company had 
been so clutched in the claws of the 1.0.C. 
that the only way they could achieve their 
freedom from the meshes of the LO.C. was 
to buy that company out altogether. In 
order to do that they took £85,000 of the 
railway company’s money. They set up 4 
catspaw known as the United Irish Invest- 
ment Co, Ltd. for the purpose, Not, alone 
did the railway company buy the capital to 
the amount given, but they also subsidised 
the J.0.C. to the extent last year of £10,000 
to make good its loss in working. 

There had been an increase in respect of 
persons. Redundant railway clerks, instead 
of new men, should have been put in to staff 
the LO.C. The railway shareholders, he com- 
plained, had no control of the I.O.C. 

A POINT OF ORDER. 

Mr. Flood—Is this gentleman a shareholder 
of the company? 

The Secretary said that he was not. 

Mr. McKenna said that he had been ap- 
bas by a shareholder, the Blackrock 
Jrban Council, to represent it. 

Mr. Flood submitted that Mr. McKenna 
not being a shareholder himself had no right 
to be heard. 

The Chairman said that Mr. McKenna had 
not been appointed under seal, and although 
technical] - had no right, to appear, he (the 
Chaisman} would not raise that objection. He 
was glad to hear everything that Mr. 
McKenna had to say. 

Mr. McKenna said that the Secretary of 
the 1.0.C. was an ex-official of the railway 
company, and was drawing a pension from 
the railways as well as a so Bha rom the 'bus 
company. He asked why this distorted 
method regarding road transport had been 
resorted to. 

FREIGHT CHARGES. 

Mr. O'Connor (Mallow) said that they were 
grateful to the man ent for the economies 
that had been celal, and for the improve- 
ment in the passenger traffic. They also 
acknowledged the courteous and sympathetic 
manner in which they had always been 
received by the management and the 
officials all over the system. But 
they had their grievances. His main griev- 
ance was the freight char in respect of 
cattle and merchandise. e country could 
not stand these high charges, and if they 
were maintained traffic would continue to 
diminish wo | and surely.

With regard to the Irish Investment 
Company, what was done had to be done, and 
it was done on the advice of their legal 
advisers. Criticisms of the I.0.C, were made, 
and it was su that when the working 
agreement had entered into the directors 
were changed, and that they had their repre- 
sentatives on the board of the I1.0.C.; that 
the first step they should have taken was to 
drive all the employés out and substitute ex- 
tailway men for them——. 

Mr. McKenna—I said no such thing, but 
that any staff that was required should be 
recruited from the redundant railway clerks, 
whereas the pension fund is inflated by the re- 
dundant railway clerks who had been thrown 
out of employment. (Hear, hear.) 

THE COMPANY'S POLICY. 

The Chairman said that he accepted what 
Mr. McKenna said. Mr. McKenna had picked 
out a particular man, Mr, Griffiths, and did 
he suggest that because a railway man had 
retired through no fault of his own, and hav- 
ing given excellent service to his company, 
that railway directors should prevent him 
getting work outside their company. If he 
did make such a suggestion the directors 
would not do it, and would never do it, for 
they rejoiced to see old employés employed 
at work, and one hundred Mr, McKennas 
would not change their policy. 

Mr. McKenna—You are misrepresenting 
me. (Hvar, hear, and cries of: ‘‘ Chair.’’) 
I would just like to say that it was stated 
in Parliament by the Minister for Industry 
that the circumstances surrounding the 
appointment of the Secretary of the I.0.C, 
was a public scandal. 

The Chairman—The Minister said that 
when he was not aware of the fact. Ask him 
to-morrow and see what he will say. J stand 
exactly where I was, and if you expect the 
directors to prevent old employées getting 
employment you are very much mistaken. 


THE CATTLE TRAFFIC. 

Referring to Mr. O’Connor’s reference to 
cattle traflic, the Chairman said that all that 
they did was with a view to getting revenue 
for the company. They would as soon as 
possible consider and see if they could im- 
prove the matters Mr, O’Connor referred to. 

Concluding, he said that their agreement 
with the 10.C. was nothing singular. It 
was what was being done by English com- 
panies every day, and nearly every English 
company had done something of the same 
sort. If they had no power to acquire the shares 
of the LO.C or any other company, 
what were they to do? What would the 
shareholders expect them to do? To sit idly 
and do nothing? Instead of cg nn 
they got the best agreement that they coul 
get, acting ingide the law, and did everything 
that they could to get trade for the com: 
pany. Did the shareholders expect them to 
simply sit down and ask the Government to 
lend them money? 

Mr. McKenna—Do what the Great Northern 
did. 

The Chairman—You had better go to Bel- 
We are quite satisfied with Dublin. 
We have ad a policy. which we hope 
will bring revenue to the railway, and it is 
now for the meeting to say what it approves 
of—our policy or the policy that Mr.

Die of defendants asked that a short 
remand be given, so that they could consult a 
sclicitor respecting bail.

RUSE TO OBTAIN MONEY.

ALLEGATION AGAINST 


An ex-soldier, Patrick Moore, was charged 
with having, within the past four months, 
obtained from Lord Glenavy, Milltown; Mr. 
kW. C. Stewart, Willowbank, Kingstown, and 
Mr, J. C. M. Eason, Alma road, Monkstown, 
respectively, £2, £2 10s. and £5 by means 
of a ruse. 

Accofding to Detective Officer Kinahan, the 
defendant rang up the gentlemen named, and, 
pretending to be Major J. J. Tynan, the 
organiser of the British Legion in Dublin, 
said that a member of the pe had just 
been bereaved and was in need of ready 
money. As the office was not open, he (the 
alleged Major Tynan) would be glad if the 
recipient of the telephone message would 
oblige a man who would subsequently call 
with sums of money specified. In each case 
aefendant called and got the money. 

Major Tynan denied all knowledge of the 
telephone messages which had been delivered 
to Lord Glenavy and others. He said tha! 
defendant’s record showed that he was a 
good, clean soldier, and he had received 
several sums in relief from the Legion funds. 

Lord Glenavy said that when he got the 
telephone message he made arrangements 
to meet the wishes of Major Tynan. He did 
not wish to have the charge against Moore 
pressed, and he would be glad if he were 
given the benefit of the Probation Act. 

On the suggestion of Detective Kinahan, 
the Justice directed a remand until next 
Tuesday, and allowed defendant out in his 
own bail of £10,

JUSTICE REBUKES FATHER OF 
TWO BOYS, 


(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

The father of two boys who were charged 
in the Juvenile Court with cruelty to cats 
was severely censured by the Justice for his 
‘gross contempt of a court of Saorstat 
Eireann.”’ ) 

The boys, aged sixteen and twelve years, 
were summoned to the court last Friday, 
charged by Sergeant Denis Curtin (19 E) with 
cruelty to two cats by strmking them with 
ellets from an airgun at Brighton avenue, 
tathgar. 

When the case was called neither the boys 
nor the father appeared, and an adjournment 
was ordered. 

The Justice now told the father that it was 
gross contempt on his part to send a message 
by a shop boy that he could not come himself 
hecause he was busy at stocktaking, and the 
hoys were at school. He left the boys in the 
position that they might have been arrested 
end kept in detention for the week. 

The father of the defendants assured the 
Justice that he had no thought of treating 
{he Court with contempt, and he expressed 
his regret. 

The Justice accepted the apology, adding 
that citizens must realise that they cannot 
ignore a summons to that court in a serious 
case. 

Sergeant Curtin gave evidence that the 
hoys admitted that they had fired pellets at 
the cats that came into their yard. One had 
a wound on the side and the other had a raw 
sore under the eye where it had been hit. 
The elder boy said that they did it “fora 
bit of gas.”

THE FATAL MOTORING

WOULD GANDHI CRY “ HALT ”? 

If the Government would agree to give 
Dominion status as the result of any con- 
ference, he, one, would induce Mr. 
Gandhi to cry “ Halt!’’ to his programme 
of “civil disobedience.”’ 

Mr. Jinnah, leader of the Independent

In the Open Operatic Class, for gold, silver 
and bronze medals, there were twelve entries. 
Competitors had to choose their own pieces. 

1 have been rubbizg it in all the week that 
words are the foundation of song,” Mr. 
Greene said, when making his 
adjudication, “ and the whole idea of singing 
is to make words more beautiful. They must 
come first, especially in dramatic work.” 
Two of the competitors, he said, had sung 
beautifully, and they showed much emotional 
power; they conld have done anything, but 
in both cases their words had no definition 
whatever.

Twenty-six amendments to the Greater 
Dublin Bill have been tabled by Mr. Sean 'T. 
Lemass, on behalf of the a aa Party. 
They will be taken, together with many. 
chais ‘which are being’ prepared by. Dublin 
City and. County members of the ail, on 
the Committee stage of the measure, which, 
it is understood, will begin on March 26th. 
Several of the amendments deal with the 
powers of the Manager and the Council. It 
is provided in one amendment that the 
Manager. shall have only the powers 
specifieaily givén to him in the bill; that all 
other powers shall be exercised by the Council, 
but that the Council may, by resolution, de- 
cide. to transfer all these powers. to the 
Manager, except that they may not transfer 
to him the reserved powers of the Council 
mentioned in the bill. Mr. Lemass proposes 
also to add to the reserved. powers of the 
Council the right to make decisiogs. concern- 
ing the nature of new works and undertakings 
involving capital expenditure, the power to 
fix rates of wages and Salaries of all employés 
of the Corporation, and the power to make 
regulations concerning the making of con- 


tracts. 
COUNCIL’S POWERS. 

Other Fianna Fail amendments propose that 
the Minister for Local Government shall 
give additional powers to the Council 
when these are demanded by a 
two-thirds majority of the members, and 
that the sanction of the Minister shall not be 
necessary for the suspension by the Council 
of the Cify Manager. It is proposed also 
that if the Minister appoints a City Manager 
before the ‘‘ appointed day,” the Manager 
must retire on the ‘‘appointed day,’’ unless 
the Council approves of his appointment.

LEIPZIG SPRING FAIR. 
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ATTENDANCE

Mr. Binchy, 
Irish Free State Envoy at Berlin, and many 
foreign ambassadors and diplomats were pre- 
sent,

“Government in Business—Business iu 
Government,” was the, title of an address 
deliversa by Miss P. Browner, B.A.,B.Comm., 
at the inaugural meeting of the Commerce 
rend at University’ College, Dublin, last 
night. 

Miss Browner said that-the primary func- 
tion of a Government in a community was to 
maintain the rights to life, personal hberty 
and property of its members. i 

here were certain. groups. of cases in 
which. public 6wnership or control was highly 
desirable. For instance, that class ‘of indus- 
trial activity whieh tended to develop into a 
monopoly ;. monopolies were likely,.if left un- 
checked, to cause serious disadvantages, nay, 
even positive injury, to the general con- 
sumer. This did not mean that the Govern- 
ment should take over the various mono- 
polistic concerns and administer them in the 
public interest. But without actual opera- 
tion or ownership, Government was in a posi- 
tion to influence the administration of mono- 
polistic -concerns in such a way as 
to combat all anti-social = elements 
therein, .-Industries, the administration 
of which involved the exploitation of future 
supply sources, also. came within the scope 
of Goverment activity. 


VOTE OF THANKS. 

Professor O'Sullivan, Minister for Educa- 
tion, proposed that Miss Browner, auditor of 
the Society, was worthy of the best thanks 
of the Soc:ety. He said that the paper which 
she had : ead was an able and closely reasoned 
one. It vescribed excellently problems which 
modern ixovernments had to face, and the 
methods - adopted in dealing with them. 
Modern Governments in practically every 
country were being asked more and 
more to undertake tasks which . were 
looked . upon as “being more —pro- 
very those of private = enterprise. 
There was no universal answer as to how 
far a Government should interfere in business 
or how far a Government should be stopped 
from interfering. 

Senator Thomas Johnson seconded the 
motion, and said that he agreed with Pro- 
fessor O'Sullivan that there was no single 
answer as to how far Governments should 
interfere in business. This country was un- 
ceveloped from an industrial point of view, 
and were they to wait until private enterprise 
was started? His idea of Government in 
business was that the Government should 
use business methods to satisfy national 
needs. 

Senator J. Connolly supported the motion, 
and it was passed with acclamation. 

On the motion of Mr. J. C. M. Eason, 
M.A., O.B.E., seconded by. Mr. Charles 
McGloughlin, and. supported by Professor 
Shields, Dean of the Faculty of Commerce, 
a resolution was passed to the effect that. the 
Commerce Society was deserving of the sup- 
port of the authorities and students of Uni- 
versity College.

A RECENT DISCOVERY. 


Mr. Seosamh O Conchubhair, Inspector of 
Schools, Fossa, Co. Kerry, has presented an 
interesting associated find to the National 
Museum, consisting of a large bronze axe of 
early type and a large circular cake of raw 
metal found in a bog at Knockasarnett, two 
miles north-west of Killarney. 

The presence of the cake-metal indicates 
that the local manufacture of axes was usual 
in this district, the metal used being found 
locally, at Ross Island, for example. No 
moulds, however, were found. These would 
be of compact sand or clay, and were either 
not noted or had long since perished, if 
originally present. The ‘finder, Mr. Tadh 
O Murchada, who is also the occupier, not 
that the site was a particularly sandy one. 


CHARACTERISTIC TYPE. 

The axe measures 7.5 inehes long, 1.6 
inches at the butt (which is rounded and 
brought to an edge), 5.5 inches at the widest 
part of the bevel, and, therefore, above the 
average size of axes of this type. It weighs 
about 22 ozs. The metal cake is about seven 
inches diameter and weighs about 19 ozs., 
and, allowing for impurities, contains suffi- 
cient material for another axe about three- 
quarter of the size of the specimen found. 
As a type, the axe belongs to the end of the 
flat-axe development (the next step was the 
development of flange). It is a characteristic 
Irish type, and belongs to an age when Ire- 
land was the centre of an active and varied 
culture, one of the chief features of which 
were the gold lunulae, several of which have 
been found in. Kerry, including one from 
near Killarney. : 

The axe is a somewhat later type than 
those found’ in 1840 under remarkable cir- 
cumstances, which it is interesting to recall. 
While the course of the River Carhen, in 
Iveragh, was being amended (at the instance 
of Danie] O'Connell), it was necessary to re- 
move a rock situated about two hundred 
yards from Carhen House (the Liberator's 
birth-place). Before blowing it up, a large 
boulder was prised out of position, revealing 
a chamber in the rock, on the floor of which 
was a heap of ashes (wood) and bones (deer) 
and in a circle about it were 11 (or 12) 
bronze axes of Various sizes lying with the 
edges turned outwards. Four of these are 
now in the National Museum, two of which 
were presented by Maurice O'Connell in 1848. 
The significance of this remarkable find ap- 
pears to have been missed by our archeolo- 
gists. It can best be brought out by com- 
paring a discovery made in 1893 at Mouil- 
laren (Bougaren on official map), a short dis- 
tance from the village of Bernon, on the 
Rhuys Peninsula, Morbihan, Brittany. 


STONE AXES. 

The occupier was preparing to blow up a 
boulder which interfered with the plough. 
but Wefore doing so cleared away the sur- 
rounding briars and earth, thereby discover- 
ing another stone and many small water- 
worn boulders. This led him to prise up 
the upper stone, revealing a cavity filled to 
within a few inches of the top with black 
and greyish material, in which were seven- 
teen stone axes, sunk almost half-way, and 
arranged in a circle with the edges upwards. 
The axes were of jadeite, fibrolite and soap- 
stone, and varied from about 12 to five 
inches in length, three being perforated 
biconically. The votive character claimed for 
these axes (now at the St. Germain Museum 


in Paris) by M. Passillé, Councillor-General 


for the Morbihan, who published the dis- 
covery, will readily be admitted. A similar 
discovery was made at Mont Saint Michel 
(Brittany) in the age 1862. The Carhen dis- 
covery is obviously an example of the same 
kind of thing, but of slightly more advanced 
date, and here exemplifying some kind of 
animal cultus, not wholly absent from Brit- 
tany. It is regrettable that the Carhen find 
was not kept together. 

The objects. presented by Seosamh 
© Conchubhair are useful additional docu- 
ments for the history of the epoch in a 
region of great importance in Irish arche- 
ology, and both he and the finder are to be 
congratulated and thanked.

DISCOVERIES BY 
AMERICANS.

CAIRO, Thursday. 

Explorers in Egypt have lately been reap- 
ing a rich harvest. This time success has 
fallen to the lot of the American party from 
the Museum of Pennsylvania University, 
who have been digging at Meydum since last 
November. Although exploring more or less 
familiar ground, valuable finds have 
rewarded their patience, confidence and skill. 

Several unsuspected chambers, with un- 
touched coffins and contents, have been un- 
earthed, and although the discoveries are 
not so rich in artistic and historic interest as 
those at Luxor, and more recently at the 
Sphinx, they -make a valuable contribution 
to the knowledge of Egyptian history over a 
wide period. 

THE TOMB OF A FOREIGNER. 

The first tomb of note to be unearthed 
was that of a foreigner, who, according to 
some of the pottery discovered, had come 
from Cyprus and settled at. Meydum in the 
reign of Thothmes III. about 1500 B.C. His 
name.was Ka Gamesh. His coffin was beau- 
tifully decorated and inscribed with a record 
of his qualities. 

In another large coffin, also of rich 
interior, several mummies were found, as 
well as twenty-five scarabs, numerous 
amulets; and a set of very delicate toilet 
articles. | 

BIG COLLECTION OF MUMMIES. 

To the east of the Mastaba was discovered 
a cemetery of contemporary date. A number 
of bodies were exposed, all having been 
buried in the same manner, namely—with 
their heads to the North and on their left 
flanks, with faces turned to the East. This 
position was customary under the XVIIth 
Dynasty at Meydum and elsewhere, but the 
most prolific yield was obtained from a spot 
which was sunk some distance to the south- 
east of the Pyramid. 

Here the explorers came upon twelve rock- 
cut chambers, most of which were stacked 
up to the ceiling with layers of coffins in 
rows. In addition to twenty-nine single 


burials without coffins, this “ complex “ con- | 


tained 101 mummies in coffins,. of which 
thirty were recovered in a fair state of pre- 
servation, The chambers were discoyered in 
the reverse order of their dating, which 
ranged from the New Empire to the 
Ptolemaic and Roman era. 

CONTENTS OF THE ANTEROOM. 

When the first chamber was. reached, the 
explorers were able to see through a chink 
in the wall the rows of coffins in a larger 
and lower chamber to the north, and when 
this was broken into it was seen to be an 
anteroom, with other chambers leading from 
it. 

The anteroom was piled high with corpses 
and coffins, thick with cobwebs, and: covered 
with rubble and lumps of rock which had 
flaked off from the ceiling. It took. several 
davs’ hard work to reduce their confusion 
to order and sort out skeletons, mummies 
and coffins, Photographs were taken of each 
stage of the work. Only the better preserved 
coffins were kept, They were mostly 
anthropoid in shape, the children’s coffins 
being rectangular. 


THE BLACK COFFIN, 

The chambers on the south side of the 
pit were similarly disposed, but the three 
adjoining rooms were found to be sealed. 
One contained a very fine black coffin of the 
XIth Dynasty (B.C. 2000), rectangular in 
shape, and painted in exquisite white 
hieroglyphs. The coffin had _ originally 
belonged to a lady named Sather em Hat, 
but was again used during the XVIIIth 
Dynasty or thereabouts. aimh lay 
the remains of a similar coffin belonging to a 
person named Khenti Khet em Hat. 

A double. coffin in the second chamber, 
dated from the New Empire, was in excellent 
preservation. The outer receptacle was beau- 
tifully decorated, being painted in conven- 
Liona) texts in two lines describing the offer- 
ings made to Osiris, ‘‘ Lord of Busiris and 
Abydos,”’ god ót the other world, 


THE MOST PERFECT MUMMY. 

In the third chamber was also a double 
ecffin in good condition, and inside it lay a 
well preserved mummy, probably the most 

irfect of its kind yet found in Meydum. 
The body was covered with a network of 
beads, and a golden scarab, with outspread 
vings, lay on the breast. The face was 
covered with a gilded likeness of the dead 
notable. This was made of wood and showed 
the usual false beard. A number of good 
scarabs, unusual amulets and other interest- 
ing objects was also found in the chamber. 


CLEARING THE PYRAMID. 
The preparatory work of the explorers also 
vielded valuable information regarding the 


size and structure of the Meydum Mastaba, 


one of the largest in Egvpt, which was 
originally partly excavated by Professor 
Flinders Petrie. The season’s work began 
with the clearing of.part of the faces of the 
pyramid which was followed by clearing: the 
sloping passage leading to the Sarcophagus 
Chamber. Near the inner end of the passage 
a small pit was found which was doubtless 
Masons’ lines and 
graffite were noticed on the casing blocks 
near the entrance. - 

It was established that the Mastaba origi- 
nally had three receding stages, each com- 
posed of a rubble core, encased with brick. 


The later enclosing wall was heightened, and 


the.stages were obliterated by rubble filling, 
thus producing the usual Mastaba form. Thus 
the construction, entirely unique in itself, 
bears a close analogy to the neighbouring 
pyramid. In each case the nucleus was 
staged, and later covered by a single casing 
of brick and stone alternatively. 


THE GREAT MASTABA. 

When the preliminary work inside the 
pyramid was completed the expedition com- 
menced the systematic clearance of débris 
around the Great Mastaba. It was found to 
measure 108 metres from north to south, and 
57 metres from east to west. It consists of a 
rubble core surrounded by a massive sloping 
brick wall eight metres in width. The maxi- 
mma height now is 17 metres. 

In the light of the facts established by the 
present explorers, it is interesting to recall 
that stones have been found in Meydum with 
drawings in red paint, representing buildings 
in three stages. On the east side of the 
Mastaba a new niche for offerings was 
found, and this seemed to indicate that there 
should he a tomb-chamber at the northern 
extremity. The owner of the Mastaba has 


not yet been identified, but he appears to 


have been venerated for a long time after 
his death as q person of some ‘sanctity.

Timothy Shanahan, postman, Croom, said 
he wished to retire because he believed that 
his pension was insecure, but even if it were 
secure, he would try to retire. He heard it 
being read from some paper—he could not re- 
member the paper or the reader—that pen- 
sions would be abolished if there was a change 
of Government.

T. J. Shaughnessy, postman, Loughrea,said 
he wished to retire because he was working 
long enough and wished to go to England. 

Chairman—If you are tired of work, why 
do you want to go to England to do more 
work ?—I think I am long enough working in 
the Post ce with a bicycle, and I might 
get an easier job in England. 

Jeremiah Kilkenny, postman, Castlerea, re- 
gretted the departure of the British, because 
he felt more secure while they were here. 

Michael Reynolds, a postman, stationed at 
Athlone, when told that, as he was 61 years 
old, he could retire in the ordinary way at 
any time, said he would prefer to retire under 
Article 10 of the Treaty, because of the extra 
money he would get, He was non-political 
in his views. 

Daniel Connors, an Abbeyfeale postman, 
with thirty-two years’ service, said he was 
afraid that the country would go smash, and 
that his pension at 65 would be insecure. He 
had built a house, and owed some money on 
it, and wanted something to pay it off trom 
the lump sum. He intended to start a small 
shop when he retired. 

Patrick McMahon, postman at Kilmurry, 
MacMahon, Ennis, said he was now, 65, and 
did not know he could have retired at any 
time after 60. He applied to go out under 
Article 10 because it would give him 100 per 
cent. instead of 75 per cent. under the 
ordinary way. 


HIS TITLE CHANGED. 

Increase of work and an inadequate staff 
were the principal reasons given by Joseph 
L. S. Smith, head of Public Health Section, 
for wishing to retire. One of his objections 
was that his title had been changed. 

Mr. E. P. McCarron, Secretary, Department 
of Local Government, agreed that Mr. Smith 
was very hard worked.
